OFF-STREKT PARKING
2. The need for off-street 

parking is a serious problem in 
Torrance. However, Torrance 
still does not have a law requir 
ing individuals or firms plan­ 
ning to construct now commer­ 
cial enterprises to provide prop­ 
er off-street parking sites. Do 
you intend to introduce such 
legislation?

Yes. I do not thin,k that a 
law making it mandatory for 
new commercial enterprises to 
provide proper off-street park­ 
ing area would keep anyone 
one from bringing their busi­

"Regarding the Commercial 

Zone and requirement of off- 
street parking for such a zone. 
It would he my suggestion or 
thinking, that if a similar pat­ 
tern were set up such as in Los 
Angeles County Zoning Laws, 
which requires tl at for a C-l 
C-2, which is light commercial, 
that an area equal to the build­ 
ing be established as a mini­ 
mum for off-street parking. For 
other commercial /.ones some 
minimum should be established 
for off-street parking. How­ 
ever, in the downtown area, 
where an assessment district is 
being established, this should 
f/robably not apply. BOB

BOND ISNUK
3. A suggestion has been 

made to propose a $1.000,000 
bond is«ue to the voters for pur­ 
poses of providing additional 
off-street parking sites in Tor­ 
rance. Do you favor placing 
that issue before the voters?

Yes. Other cities having rhe 
same parking problems have 
been successful through bond 
issues in purchasing parking 
sites. It stands to reason they 
can't be purchased unless the 
money is available. I believe 
the people of Torrance would 
like to see this done. More 
parking means they would be 
more likely to shop at home 
and that more stores and shops 
would probably move into town. 
In the long run everybody 
would benefit. -BILL KING.

No. I believe we are over­ 
looking the fact that, the busi­ 
ness area of Torrance is mov­ 
ing southwesterly where more 
room is available for large 
stores, such as should be en­ 
couraged to go along with the 
tremendous growth of our city.
